FIVE GERMAN ATTACKS 


REPULSED BY BRITISH 


Gen. Haig Reports Assaults in Ypres Sector 
Were Complete Failures---British 


Flyers 


Active. 


LONDON, Oct. 2.—Five attacks by 
the Germans along the Ypres-Menin 
road and at the northeast corner of 
Polygon wood have ended in com- 
plete failure, the War Office an- 
nounces. 


British Official. 4 

The official statement issued last 
night said: ~ 

“At 5:30 o’clock this morning the 
enemy launched a powerful attack 
on a front of more than a mile 
against our new positions north of 
the Ypres-Menin road and east of the 
Polygon wood. The German infan- 
try, advancing in three waves, suf- 
fered heavy casualties from our rifle 
fire and artillery barrage and were 
driven back in disorder. We followed 
up the retreating enemy and cap- 
tured a few prisoners. 

“In the course of the next three 
hours the enemy twice renewed his 
attacks with strong forces on the 
same front ‘and again was repulsed 
at all points except opposite the 
southeast corner of the Polygon 
wood, where he succeeded in occu- 
pying two of our advanced posts. 

‘During the month of September 
we captured a total of 5296 Germar 
prisoners, including 146 officers. We 
also captured during the same month 
11 guns, including three heavy 
pieces; 57 trench mortars and 373 
machine guns.” - 

The following communication, 
dealing with the aerial branch of 
the army on the western front, was 
issued: 

“The visibility improved Sunday 
and a great deal of artillery and 
photographic work was accom- 
plished by our airplanes. Bombing 
continued without respite day and 
night. More than 11 tons ol bombs 
were dropped on enemy airdromes 
at Gontrode and hostile billets and 
communications in the battle area 
and on a dump and the headquar- 
ters near Cambrai. The enemy also 
carried out many bombing raids 
during the night, but did little dam- 
age of military importance. 

“A photograph taken of the re- 
sults of our bombing at the Gontrode 
airdrome shows that Saturday night 
one shed of the airdrome was hit. 
The same photograph shows three 
large German machines which landed 


in a field five miles‘south of the 


Gontrode airdrome. Two of these 
machines clearly were damaged, and 
reconnaisances today showed a!! 
three machines still lying in the 
fields. A large airship shed which 
now is used for the accommodation 
of Gotha airplanes at this airdrome 
is reported to have been set on fire 
last night. 

“The aircraft were not active yes- 


terday, but large formations were. 


encountered. Four German machins 
were downed and eight driven down 
out of control. Five of our airplanes 
are missing.” 


French Official. 


PARIS, Oct. 2.—Heavy artillery 
fighting is in progress all along the 
Aisne front, especially in the Cra- 
onne sector. Two German attacks 
were repulsed bythe French lastt 
night, today’s officia] statement says. 

The statement says: 

“There was marked activity of the 
artillery over the whole Aisne front, 
especially in the sector of Craonne. 
Two enemy attacks, one north of 
Braye-en-Laonnais, the other in the 
region of Ailles, were without re- 
sult. 

“Northwest of Rheims our artil- 
lery dispersed enemy  concentra- 
tions. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun front) the artillery fighting 
was very intense during the nigh. 
from Samogneux as far as Bezon- 
vaux. The Germans made two ef- 
forts to recapture our trenches in 
the Beaumont § sector. Our fire 
checked them each time inflicting 
appreciable losses.”

BERLIN, via London, Oct. 2.—A 
portion of the fighting ground at 
Polygon wood, on the Flanders front, 
to a depth of more than 500 yards, 
was captured by German troops from 
the British yesterday, army head- 
quarters announced today.

Secretary McAdoo Says It Would 
Be Greater Disaster Than a 
Defeat in the Field. 


REVIEWS CAUSES OF WAR 


Declares Obedience to Kaiser’s 
' Barred Zone Order Would 
Have Brought Business Ruin. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 2.—If, | 
by any possible chance, a single loan 
offered by the United States Govern- 
ment to the American people should 
fail, it would be a more fatal disaster 


and have worse effect than the loss 
of a great battle, William G. McAdoo 


Secretary of the Treasury, sai a 
speech to a mass meeting of persons 
interested in boosting the second Lib 
erty Loan throughout the State here 
today. 

In opening his address,. McAdoo 
described the events which caused 
this country to enter the war, dwell- 
ing at considerable length upon the 
murder of Americans by the Ger- 
mans and the order of the Kaiser to 
the United States to keep out of cer- 
tain parts of the ocean, which, he 
said, if obeyed, might have been fol- 
lowed with another order to stay 
“within the three-mile limit” of the 
American coast. Referring to the 
effects of obeying such an order, Mc- 
Adoo declared disaster would have 
come to the American people be- 
eause of the stagnation of business. 
The two objects of entering the war, 
he said, were to vindicate American 
rights and while doing that achieve 
the altruistic ideals for which we 
contend. 

“The least that can be done for the 
Americans in the fighting forces is 
to give them the means of defending 
themselves so that when they meet 
the Germans every brave boy at the 
front will know that in his hands, put 
there by American love and Ameri- 
can skill, is a weapon the best that 
possibly can be devised, that will give 
him a possible superiority over his 
foe,” McAdoo declared. He contin- 
ued that he wanted the fighting 
forces to know that “every American 
dollar is back of them, and that lines 
of communication and supplies 
would be kept open. We must be 
just as willing to sacrifice all our 
money as they are willing to sacri- 


fice their lives for us.” 


McAdoo was introduced by Charles 


W. Fairbanks, former Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States, who gave 
a breakfast in the Secretary’s honor.

ON DISLOYALTY CHARGE 


Hearing Continued After Several

William Fredreick Wehmeyer, & 
plumbing contractor of Quincy, Ill., 
who was arrested Sept. 20 on charges 
of threatening the President and 
making disloyal remarks, was given 
a preliminary hearing yesterday be- 
fore United States Commissioner At- 
kins.

Sarber testified that when Weh- 
meyer finished ‘talking about the 
President in a saloon at 514 Chest- 
nut’ street, where he was arrested, 
he twice shouted ‘‘Hurrah for the 
Kaiser!” . 

“That made me so mad,” Sarber 
testified, ‘that’ I went up to him and | 
told him that although he was a 
much bigger man than me, that if he 
dared to shout that again in my pres- 
ence one or both of us would go

“Did Wehmeyer shout it again?”

They ought to be tried 
promptly and fairly and I believe 
this court could administer the 
law fairly; but I have a conviction 
as strong as life that this coun- 
try should stand them up against 
an adobe wall tomorrow and give 
them what they deserve. 

“If any man deserves death it 
is a traitor! I wish that I could

would not want to be the marks- 
“man who had the blank shell. 


Of Deliberate Mind. 
. “Deliberate Judgment, supported 
by the head and having a warm 
reflective spot in --the heart, 
prompts these words.” 

“It is not customary,” Judge 
Burns said in beginning the 
charge, ‘“‘to present recommenda- 
tions for investigation of specific 
violations of the law. But the 
Djstrict Attorney will present to 
you cases, the character of which 
has never before been investigated, 
for they are cases under laws 
passed since the last térm of this 
court.

SENATORIAL TRAITORS. 

Commenting on the petition for the expulsion 
from the United States Senate of La Follette, 
Stone and Gronna, a leading Senator remarked 
that it might be unwise to expel La Follette be- 
cause it would “martyrize’” him. 

That it is dangerous to “martyrize” a man on 
account of his misconduct in a bad cause is a 
novel idea. The argument might be applied to 
the punishment of any man guilty of treason or 
desertion to the enemy, or of aiding the enemy 
of his country while at war. A Senator is not 
sacred. If in his position of great honor and 
trust in the highest legislative body in the na- 
tion, he betrays or injures his country at war by 
treasonable and damaging utterances or by mis- 
conduct, his guilt is the greater. His punishment 
should be severer and surer than that of a citi- 
zen in private life. At least, he should be de- 
prived of the opportunity for inflicting injury on 
his country offered by his official position. 

Expelling La Follette for his treasonable ut- 
terances would not make him a martyr to free 
speech. It would not stop his mouth. He is not 
condemned for free speech, but for wrong speech. 
He should be punished for betrayal of trust and 
conduct unbecoming a United States Senator. He 
should be punished for attempting to hamper and 
defeat his country in war. 

The damage caused by Senator La Follette in 
great degree and by Senators Stone and Gronna 
in less degree does not arise from their activities 
and utterances as much as from the fact that 
their attitudes and utterances are those of United 
States Senators who are presumed to represent 
America and American sentiment. They give 
the impression abroad that America is not united 
in the prosecution of the war and thus help to 
prolong the war. They endanger the lives of 
thousands of loyal American soldiers and sailors, 
and vastly increase the burdens of the war. : 

If Congress does not expel the men who are 
speaking and working against the United States 
it ought at least. to repudiate their utterances. 
It should record by resolution the fact that they 
misrepresent Congress and the American peo- 
ple. The Senate should La Follette, 
Stone and Gronna from committees. In the case 
of Senator Stone, the Senate is derelict in retain- 
ing him as chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee. He should be removed from the com- 


remove 


mittee. 

While giving free rein to legitimate criticism 
of the conduct of the war and to free discussion 
of war ‘aims, example should be made of all 


Americans in or out of office, particularly the | 


former, who obstruct the Government and aid 
the enemy. 
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NOT SUBJECT :-TO WAR DISCOUNTS. 

When Paris sent to Berlin the billion-dollar in- 
demnity exacted after the Franco-Prussian War, 
she insisted on being reimbursed at the rate of 
about 2 cents apiece for the stout bags in which 
the bullion was encased. 

Stipulations requiring France to assume this 
cost were lacking, so Berlin had to settle the 
charge, but Germany is not going to assume any 
incidental costs of kindred nature in collecting 
war indemnities in the future. A widely circulat- 


ed pamphlet offering peace on condition that the 


entente nations pay her $87,000,000,000 prudently 
adds that this modest sum is positively subject to 
no discount on account of the high rates of war 
exchange. Exchange at the low rates normal 
prior to the war is the utmost concession she 
will make. 

In addition, the channel ports of France, the 
Suez Canal, various important islands and huge 
colonial areas must be turned over to Germany. 
Very generously, no territorial indemnity is sug- 
gested from the United States, not even of Texas, 
Arizona and New Mexico, which at one time the 
Kaiser thought seriously of taking away from us 
and giving to his Mexican friends. But perhaps 
it is designed that we should raise most of the 
$87,000,000,000 cash indemnity, with Boston, New 
York and Washington occupied by German gar- 
risons until we pay up.

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BOOKS FOR SOLDIERS. 

Every individual who has refreshed his weary 
soul with a bracing book or anesthetized care and 
the tedium of unemployed hours with some en- 
trancing. tale or poem or play will be privileged 
to pass the blessing along to others by making 
a contribution to the War Library Fund in the 
special collection set for Oct. 1—6. The $1,000,000 
it is planned to raise in the United States at that 
time will equip and maintain libraries in each of 
the 32 cantonments where our soldiers are being 
trained. 

It is surely unnecessary to urge avowed book- 
lovers to be generous in this matter. They at 
least can sympathize with the book-hunger of 
men inexorably deprived of the ordinary amuse- 
ment of civilian life. But even those who cannot 
find in their own experiences a parallel passion 
for reading cannot fail to be impressed with the 
practical phases of. the question as worked out by 
military authorities here and abroad. 

Nobody can accuse the Germans of coddling 


‘their soldiers or of burdening their armies with 


anything but the most utilitarian baggage, yet 
every German army corps went to war with a 
circulating library of 2000 volumes. Great Brit- 
ain has sent them along with her fighting men, 
whether they went to France or East Africa or 
the Mesopotamian deserts. Our own boys who 
went with Pershing to Mexico would have found 
their situation intolerable but for the books they 
took along. 

Tt has been found that boo’ 
sible aseptic against mental stagnation and de- 
terioration in the long monotony of camp life.

‘GERMANY FORCING RETALIATION. 

The bombing of Stuttgart by French war planes, 
in retaliation for the bombing of the French town 
of Bar-Le-Duc by German planes, appears to be 
the beginning of the abandonment of the policy 
of nonreprisal by the allies for such acts. The 
British have not as yet officially adopted the 
German method, but the recent air raids on Lon- 
don and British southwestern counties _have 
caused almost the entire British public to demand 
that German towns be bombed indiscriminately. 

Thus Germany is forcing that policy of brutal 
and illegal warfare which will have for its vic- 
tims the entire population, including the women 
and children. And as both sides are straining 
every effort to fill the skies with war planes, 
Armageddon will be brought to every man’s home 
threshold. While the soldier is facing the foe in 
the trenches or on No Man’s Land, battling as a 
soldier should, he will have the knowledge that 
others of his kind, against whose doings he is 
helpless, may be dropping death-dealing explo- 
sives upon his home and blowing his family to 
pieces. 

The best men and women in the allied na- 
tions have protested vigorously against adopting 
the German: policy of killing helpless noncom- 
hatants in open towns. But human endurance has 
a limit, and German deviltry appears to have 
none. It is said that, when appeals were made 
to the German authorities to save the life of 
Edith Cavell, Count Harrach of. the. German po- 


{litical office in Belgium remarked that his only 


regret was that they did not have “three or four 
old English women to shoot.” All the harrowing 
accounts of the maiming and murder of little chil- 
dren by the dropping of German bombs in En- 
glish towns have not, apparently, brought a 
qualm to any German official or military man. 

If the principal German towns and cities find 
themselves the victims of a rain of bombs, caus- 
ing widespread devastation and the deaths of hun- 
dreds of women and children before the war is 
‘ended, they will have no occasion for surprise. 
The primary responsibility will be with Ger- 
many.

I HAVE made no attempt to figure 
a man’s value, unless it is prac- 
tically certain he will take active 
part in the games. As well, figure 
what Speaker would do if he was 
on the Sox as to calculate the worth 
of any man who will be on the 
bench. Thus the figures do not 
prove the Giants a better club, but 
that the men who will engage are 
better fitted for this style of series 
than the Sox are. The Sox slump 
has been largely at short and in right 
field. 

In the dope I have been amazed to 
find that the Sox lose so much of 
their admitted driving power when 
figured against McGraw’s pitchers. 
I want, in this connection, to warn 
those who are following me in this 
process of doping, to point out one 


To get at the totals, 
I had to take each individual and cal- 
culate his ability, and then compile 
them into teams. It is rather a tough 
job to figure them that way, especial-

Pitching Will Decide It. 


UT the greatest. thing proved by 
iB the comparative study of the 
teams thus far is that it is a series 
that will be decided almost entirely 
upon the merits of the pitching, and 


that the regult of the serfes will not 
prove which is the better team, but 
which team possesses the best pitch- 
ers for the week of Oct. 6. 

If anyone is foolish enough to wa- 
ger on baseball, here's a warning: 
The team, the best pitc*ers of which 
are in superior. condition that week, 
will win. This means, now that we 
have discovered the strength of the 
regulars, we must dig a lot deeper 
into the dope and figure condition of 
pitchers. 

In presenting these figures as to- 
tals, I do not mean to decide that the 
fiants are a better .ball club. 
dope means they are better for the 
purposes of this series. Also, I myst 
warn you that these figures are sub- 
ject to alteration before the series 
starts, for the reason that we may 
be called upon to drop Werzog figures 
from the total and calculated largely 
upon Smith, and that there is a 
chance that we will have to figure 
McMullin at third for the White Sox. 

Athough it has been impossible to 
give in detail all the figures I have 
compiled (I have more than 40 pages 
of solid typewritten dope before me 
now and my head is full of sevens 
and fours), I want to explain that I 
have not, in all cases, figured the 
man for the position. T have made 
composites in four cases in which the 
probabilities are that the man will 
break into part of one or more games. 
I had to figure that way for Murphy 
of the White Sox, and I have Willhoit 
in a game and a half (that is, I have 
figured his value for 15 innings) and

pitcher beats the White Sox one 
game, holds them helpless and seems 
to have them at his mercy, they al- 
most always hammer him hard the 
next time they face him. It has been 
one of the features of the season. 

This fact was first called to my 
attention by a Chicago gambler, who 
informed me that they have done this 
thing for two seasons, and this sea- 
son he had won large sums betting 
that pitchers who shut out the Sox 
would be beaten the next time. I 
searched the dope and it was true. I 
found nine instances in which it had 
happened. 


Sox’ Average Is Puzzling. 


OU will find also, that the White 
Sox batting average against cer- 

tain pitchers is puzzling. The figures 
make it look as if they Nad hit al- 


most every pitcher hard, whereas they 
have been getting few hits in one 
game, and a bunch tn the next. 

It must follow, if Schug’p and Sallee 
beat them in their opening games, 
that McGraw’'s strategy of sending 
them back to clean up the series is 
liable to meet with failure. 

In order to get at vital statistics 
on the teams, I had to divide and 
classify the strength of the teams and 
calculate their worth in each item. I 
find this: 

Batting, Chicago: sacrificing, 
New York; going to first, New 
York; taking extra bases. White 
Sox; base running (stealing) Chi- 
cago; throwing (infield) New 
York, (outfield) Chicago; long 
driving, Chicago; base on balls, 
New York; waiting out pitchers, 
New York; generalship (includ- 
ing moving forward runners, 
playing batters, etc.), New York; 
holding runners close to bases, 
Chicago, 

All these elements and several more 
enter into the comparison, and each 
team hag its points of superiority

practical purposes. 


That leaves Cicotte and Danforth 
two big interrogation marks, and the 
fact that these two a liable to be 
uch important factor 
it would seem that the National Com- 
mission ought at once to take steps 
to define what they may and what 
they may not use in pitching. These 
nen have perfected a new shoot, va- 
riously called, Lut generally known 
as the “shine ball.” Cicotte seems to 
have it under perfect control, and has 
accomplished its control without use 
of artificial means. I have studied all 
‘ummer trying to. find out what is 
done to the ball to make it take such 
strange slides on the air, and am sat- 
isfied that whatever it is, it is per- 
fectly legal. Danforth’s shoot is dif- 
ferent and not so well controlled. 

However, their styles of delivery 
have been so widely advertised and 
criticised in the American League 
that it is certain McGraw will raise a 
point and will protest against them, 
not because he believes they are doc- 
toring the ball or doing anything ille- 
gal, but because he will hope to dis- 
turb them, or affect their pitching. A 
Plain definition before the series 
starts might avoid much trouble‘and 
kicking on the field. 

We are now coming to the really 
important part of the dope—the bat- 
teries. Remember the catchers are 
14-100 of the entire defensive strength 
of each team and the pitchers are 
86-100, so their work counts as much 
in the comparisons as all the others 
combined. 

Tomorrow we will consider the 
catching staffs, and I expect, from 
the figures compiled, that the White 
Sox wilt regain much of their lost
